DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed 07/11/2011 is acknowledged. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 



In view of Applicant's argument, filed 07/1 1/201 1, that Sato et al methodology results in two 
versions "a" and "b" VL, wherein version "b" which has a phenylalanine at position 71 in FR3 
was replaced with tyrosine, abolished binding to the antigen. In VH, Version "a" showed poor 
binding, despite sharing site mutations at 27 and 30 with version "f" (best antigen binding 
version). Further, applicant argues that certain amino acid residues in the FR region are 
important for antigen binding and that one cannot predict which residues will influence or 
control antibody activity. Accordingly, the previous rejection of the claims as being obvious 
over EP 001 167388 in view of Sato et al is hereby withdrawn. Accordingly, the prior art does 
not teach or suggest the specific humanized antibody binding to CD47 comprising VH 
containing the sequence of amino acid 1-1 17 of SEQ ID NO: 99 and VL containing the sequence 
of amino acid 1-1 12 of SEQ ID NO: 106 recited in claim 24 or the antibody binding to CD47 
comprising any one of the sequence of aa 1-234 of SEQ ID NO: 1 10 (HL5, pCHOM2Db) and the 
sequence of aa 1-483 of SEQ ID NO: 1 13 (sc(Fv)2, pCHOhuM2scDb). 



3. Claims 24, 27, 29, 31, 33 and 38 are allowable.
